Currently, many Street Outreach activities are recorded only in Coordinated Entry in HMIS. Best
practices say that Street Outreach activities should be recorded in both 1) an agency's Street
Outreach program in HMIS for reporting purposes and 2) in Coordinated Entry for community

collaboration and referral purposes.

The Nashville provider community historically relied heavily on the collaboration possible through
Coordinated Entry, and chose to primarily enter Street Outreach data in Coordinated Entry only if
they were not required to use HMIS for Street Outreach reporting. The HMIS Lead is currently working
with Street Outreach providers to continue to encourage them to enter client data into their
agency's Street Outreach programs first to bolster data quality.
